CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 17 Nov 1945 


There was a slight decrease in the admission rate for All Ceuses this week. This rate 592 compares 
unfavorably with the rate 571 for the corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (936) was reported by 
the 9th District; the lowest rate (354) wae reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


An increase wes noted in the Total Resnirato Disease rate 210.4 for this week. The curve stands well 
above the curve for the corresnonding period of 1 . The trend was uoward in all districts exceot the 4th, 
5th, and Sth. The highest rate (446.9) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (70,5) was reported 
by the 4th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The admission rate rose this week to 141.8, The incidence for 
these diseases stands well above that experienced for the corresponding week of 19:4, The highest rates 
(265.4 and 250.2) were reported by the 5th and 9th Districts respectively; the lowest rate (49.6) was 
reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


PNEVUMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The admission rate of 2.7 is the highest rate to be reported since the 
week ending 23 June, 1945. The curve stands above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The 
highest rate (6.4) was reported by the llth District. The 4th, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The admission rate for this disease showed a slight increase this week. This 
rate 2.9 compares unfavorably with the rate 1.8 for the corresponding week of 1943, while a favorable com- 
parison is noted in the rate 4.0 for the same period for the year 1984. The highest rate (7.1) was 
reported by the 6th District. The 13th District reported no cases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The rate 65.5 recorded last week was the highest to be reported 
since the week of 21 Avril 1945; while the rate 63.0 reported this week showed a slight decrease. This 
rate compares unfavorably with the rate 49.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (191.5) 
was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (16.4) was reported by the 4th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. There was an increase noted in the admission rate for this disease. The rate 7.5 
stands above the rate 6.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The trend was upward in five of the 
twelve districts revorting cases, with the 9th District showing the highest rate (46.5), 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, The admission rate for this disease was reported this week at 
0.1. This rate stands at the level of the rate (0.1) for the corresponding week of 1942, while there is 
a most favorable comparison with the rates 0.4 and 0.13 for the same period of 1943 and 1944 respectively. 
Only one district, the 5th, revorted cases. 


MEASLES. A decided increase was noted in the disease incidence this week, ‘the rate 2.30 stands 
slightly above the rate 2.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, Only five districts, the 5th, 8th, 9th, 
llth, and leth reported cases. 


POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE, There were no poliomyelitis cases reported by the Continental Shore 
Stations this week. ‘The cumulative total for this disease for all Continental Stations January 1, 1945 to 
November 17, 1945 stands at 24,
